APPROVAL OF OPEN SESSION MINUTES: 

Member Alejandre moved that the Board approve the open session minutes from its 
Regular Meeting of March 23, 2017. Member Dolins seconded the motion. The motion 
passed unanimously by roll call vote.

Member Dunn moved to amend the Riverboat Gambling Rules by making technical 
changes and deleting unnecessary or duplicative language by authorizing staff to submit a 
proposal for First Notice Filing with the Secretary of State upon final review and approval 
by the Administrator. Member Alejandre seconded the motion. The motion passed 
unanimously by roll call vote.
